Each g rower is g iv en a n u mber or 
is distin g u ished in some other man ­ 
n er an d as soon as his barrels

n u mber. 
In this man n er trace is k ept 
of them from the time they are placed 
u n der the con trol of the man ag er u n ­ 
til the g rower receiv es a check . 
Un ­ 
der su ch a sy stem the g rower does 
n ot hav e to bother abou t the sale of 
his crop as his work en ds as soon as 
the melon s are deliv ered to the man ­ 
ag er an d a receipt is g iv en for them. 
This allows the g rower more time to 
look after his crop an d most of them 
hav e fou n d that when the association 
is properly con du cted that the re­ 
tu rn s are g reater withou t the detail­ 
ed work in con n ection with the mar­ 
k etin g of the crop. 
Hu n dreds of acres 
in Jack son 
cou n ty are plan ted in watermelon * 
an d can telou pes each y ear. The acre­ 
ag e is n ot as larg e n ow as it was sev ­ 
eral y ears ag o, it is stated, larg ely 
becau se of the u n satisfactory m ar­ 
k etin g con dition s. 
When the crops 
are sold throu g h the ex press compan ­ 
ies delay :s frequ en tly en cou n tered in 
mak in g settlemen t. The ex press com­ 
pan ies are n ot respon sible ex cept for 
prompt deliv ery an d the matter of 
setlemen t is left for the g rower an d 
the bu y er to thrash ou t later.

said that some of the g rowers hav e 
n ot y et receiv ed pay men t for melon s 
that were shipped last y ear to com­ 
mission merchan ts an d are an x iou s to 
join in org an izin g a local association 
so they can av oid the ex perien ce this 
y ear.

E O R G E W A S H IN G T O N , the first President o f the 
United Sta tes, wa s bo rn o n Februa ry 2 2 , 1 7 3 2 , in the 
sta te o f Virg inia . 
In 1 7 3 5 he serv ed a s a Co lo nel under 
the unfo rtuna te Genera l Bra ddo ck, who fell a v ictim to 
his o wn ha ug htiness a nd imprudence. 
On tha t o cca sio n W a sh­ 
ing to n g a v e stro ng pro o fs o f his g rea t milita ry co ura g e a nd skill, 
pa rticula rly in co nducting the retrea t o f the a rmy . 
H e held the 
co mma nd o f the Virg inia tro o ps until 1 7 58 , when he resig ned o n 
a cco unt o f po o r hea lth, a nd wa s then elected a member o f the 
Assembly fro m Frederick Co unty , a nd la ter fro m Fa irfa x Co unty . 
W hen the brea ch between the Co lo nies a nd Grea t Brita in wa s 
widened by mutua l a nimo sity bey o nd a ny ho pe o f reco ncilia tio n, 
the ey es o f his co untry men were fix ed upo n this co mma nder, 
W a shing to n, a nd a cco rding ly , in June, 1 7 7 5, he to o k supreme 
co mma nd 
o f 
the 
entire 
Co ntinenta l 
Army , 
a t 
Ca mbridg e, Ma ss. 
The 
co mplete histo ry o f Geo rg e 
W a shing to n, 
this 
g rea t 
pa trio t 
fo r the nex t 
few 
y ea rs, is the histo ry o f the 
Rev o lutio n. W e a re chief­ 
ly indebted to him fo r the 
independence 
which 
wa s 
fina lly secured by a trea ty 
o f pea ce sig ned in the y ea r 
o f 
1 7 8 3 . 
In 
1 7 8 9 , he 
wa s elected President o f 
the United Sta tes; a t this 
time he left his bea utiful 
esta te a nd mo v ed 
to his 
new ho me in the City o f 
Phila delphia , 
where 
he 
wa s receiv ed with the a ppla use which he ha d so well merited. 
H is g o v ernment wa s cha ra cterized by tha t well-tempered prudence 
which a lwa y s disting uished his co nduct. 
H e held o ffice a s Presi­ 
dent o f the United Sta tes fo r two terms, a nd refused a third term. 
In I 7 9 8 , he a ccepted the co mma nd o f the United Sta tes Army , 
which he held till his dea th, o n December 1 4, 1 7 9 9 . 
H e wa s 
buried a t Mo unt Verno n. 
Behind the W hite Ho use, a t W a sh­ 
ing to n, rises the W a shing to n Mo nument, a g rea t recta ng ula r 
o belisk o f ma rble which do mina tes the entire city a nd is v isible fo r 
ma ny miles. 
It perpetua tes the memo ry o f the Fa ther o f his 
Co untry . 
Its co nstructio n wa s a ided by indiv idua l citizens during 
the perio d o f its erectio n, fro m 1 8 48 to 1 8 8 4. 
It is 555

heig ht, resting o n a ba se o nly 55, feet squa re.

New York , Febru ary 22—Ten per­ 
son s were k illed an d six teen in ju red 
in a triple smash wreck in g two New 
Hav en passen g er train s an d a freig ht 
n ear Milford, Con n ., shortly before 
n oon today . Officials stated the dead 
in clu ded fou r train men an d six pas­ 
sen g ers. 
A11 u n con firmed report from the 
Milford police was receiv ed here that 
possible fiv e person s were k illed an d 
u pwards of fifty in ju red. 
Railroad 
officials said the police estimate of in ­ 
ju red was probably too hig h.

J a ckson but he opposed with a ll his 
power the president's wa rfa re upon 
the United Sta tes ba nk.

cessity a nd its issues the be^t cur­ 
rency the people ha d ever enjoyed.

Sena tor Tipton wa s tha t of forcing 
the sena te to cha nge its vote a nd 
ra tify the trea ty ceding the Mia mi 
a nd Potta wa topie reserva tions to the 
United Sta tes. 
The trea ty when first 
proposed ha d received only four votes 
in its fa vor; but two da ys la ter, Sen­ 
a tor Tipton by sheer force of a rgu­ 
ment secured its a doption by a una ni­ 
mous vote.
